Russian reports today stated 
Red forces had battled the Ger 
mans to 4 standstill on the cen 
tral front with more than 70,000 
Nazis killed and wounded in the 
4l-day-old drive on Moscow. At 
the same time Hitler's Crimean 
armies were reported by the

building merchant ships on a 
scale many times what we could 
do in this ietand 

Our new shipbuilding efforts 
are confined to a certain pro 
portion of our resources. but the 
United States has been embark 
ing on an output of ships incom 
parably greater than we can pro 
duce and surpassing their enor 
mous, successful efforts of last 
year 

If we are able to get through 
this year we shall certainly find 
ourselves in a good supply of 
ships in 1942 and if the war 
against U-Doats and enemy air 
craft continues to prosper as it 
has done —about which. of course. 
there cin he no guarantee —it 
arems to me the freedom-loving 
powers will be possessed of large
